'kunta and this source is not included in the Statement No. (13) of the 
Village As par the opinion of the Executive Engineer, Public Works 
Department, (Irrigation Branch) if the Ura-kunta is demolished it 
makes no difference in irrigating the settled ayacut. Therefore, the 
Collector proposed to the Board of Revenue to accord sanction to 
excise the tank-bed from Revenue Records for its assignement to the 
political sufferers. 

Sri Ramachandra Rao Deshpande:— Will the Hon'ble Minister 
be pleased to state whether the opinion of the Collector and the 
Executive Engineer was based on the actual spot inspection or on 
the records of their office? Whetner any Officer had inspected the 
site and given his report? 

Sri N. Ramachandra Reddyi— I do not know exactly whether 
any spot inspection was made. * But the report says that the spot 
inspection was made and that is the report of the Executive Engineer 
and revenue officials.
